THREE OCCUPANTS INJURED 


Dead Were All Found on the Same 
Floor by the Searchers. 


THEY HAD ALL BEEN SUFFOCATED 


Structure Was Saved by the Firemen 
After a Hari and Desper- 
ate Fight. 


New York, March 4.—Six persons were 
burned to death and three were injured 
early this morning in a fire which oc- 


'curred in a seven-story lodging house at

ARCHBISHOP DIES 
AT DUBUQUE, IOWA 


Father Hennessy, One of the Leaders in 
His Church, Expires. 


WAS ADVANCED IN YEARS 


Third Stroke of Paraylsis Came Last 
Friday Night. 


FUNERAL WILL OCCUR THURSDAY 


Years of His Life Had Been De- 
voted to Educational Work 
in the West. 


Dubuque, TIa., March 4.—Archbishop 
John Hennessy died here at 2:25 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Archbishop Hennessy was recognized 
as one of the greatest orators and most 
profound theologians in the Catholic hier- 
archy, and because of his zeal in educa- 
tional matters, had been named “The 
Apostle of the American Catholic Paro- 
chial School..”’ His latest work in the 


|} cause of education was the founding of 
|a seminary 


here designed to be one of 
the largest in the country. Since he first 
came to Dubuge Archbishop Hennessy 
had seen the Catholic church in Iowa tn- 
crease from a membership of a few hun- 
dred to a quarter of a million. 

Most Rev. John Hennessy, archbishop 
of Dubuque, was first stricken with par- 
tial paralysis of the brafn last March. He 
but on February 15th last he 
was again stricken, Friday night he was 
seized with another stroke, and although 
his attendants expected death every mo- 
ment, he rallied slightly, and when Arch- 
bishop Rvan, of Philadelphia, arrived this 
morning he showed signs of recognition. 

At the death bed were Archbishop 
Ryan, Fathers Toomey, Coney and Don- 
lon, the archbishop’s brother and sister 
Dr. Slattery and four sisters of the Holy 
Ghost order. Prayers for the dead were 
read by Mgr. Ryan and responded to by 
Archbishop Ryan, the priests and others 
present. Just as death occurred the great 
bell on the cathedral tolled the notifi- 
cation to the people of the city 

The funeral will take place Thursday 
morning at 19 o’clock. Archbishop Ryan, 
of Philadelphia, who preached the ser- 
mon when Rev. Hennessy was made bish- 
op, and at the silver jubilee, and again 
when*he was made archbishop, will pro- 
nounce the eulogy. The body will lie 
in state at the cathedral on Wednesday. 
All the leading church dignitaries will be 
here, 

Mer. Ryan will administer the affairs of 
the diocese until a successor is appointed. 
There are several @¢andidates for the arch- 
bishopric, but it is Intimated by promi- 
nent churchmen that Archbishop Kaine, 
former rector of Washington university, 
will be the man, should the other arch- 
bishops recommend him to Rome. Bishop 
Lenahan, of Cheyenne, is also a strong 
probabillty, while Dr. John Carroll, presi- 
dent of St. Joseph’s college, Dubuque, is 
the almost unanimous choice of the 
priests of the diocese. Mgr. Ryan is also 
proposed, but -it°4s probable he would 
not accept because of his age. 

Archbishop Hennessy was born in Coun- 
ty Limerick, Treland, August 20, 1825.

English Owner of American Railroad 
Reaches New York. 

New York, March 4—On the Cunard 
line steamship Lunania, which arrived 
today, was Sir Weetman D. Pearson, 
inember of pariiament, of the firm of S.
